THE MAINE DIFFICULTIES, 

Or, as the Invelligencer calls it the 
‘tdebateable ground.” The accounts from 
this territory ave so contradictory, that it 
is impossible to tell what is the true state 
of the case Some reports indicate war, 
othera render it doubtful. 

Our opinion is that there will be war; 
that all the reports that reach us have their 
origig in the wishes of those who circulate 
the reports—some are eager for war, some 
for peace, a8 their interests lead them. It 
is the interest of some to have a war, it is 
the interest of others to make peace. There 
may be some on both sides who are solely 
influenced by pure motives—some of these 
may feel iddignant at the insult which they 
deem to have been inflicted upon their 
rights by the British. Others again natu- 
rally incline to peace for its own sake; 
those ia favor of peace, are doubtless, 
the largest party. But the war party, is 
the party more immediately interested, and 
being on the spot, will be able to turn the 
scale. 

Besides, there are a number of people 
on the borders of the adjvining States, viz: 
New York, Michigan, and Ohio, that from 
resentment for tie cruelty exercised upon 
their countrymen, and above all, the desire 
of gain, and the natural bent of man for 
strife, it will be no easy matter to reconcile 
them to peace. Some say, ‘will Maine 
go to war upon her own footing?” ‘* Will 
the States and the general Government con- 
sent to it?’ “Ht is the business of the ge- 
seral Government to declare war?” But 
the question is this. The General Govero- 
ment ha» abandoned Maine—it hes prac- 
tised deception toward her year after year, 
when jastice ought to have been done her 
at once, and finding no aid from the General 
‘Government, while her territory was in- 
waded, and the lives of her citizens put 
in jeopardy—is Maine to make no effort in 
‘defence of her rights? This is the point 
at issue. 

4{ she submits, and the British take 
possersion of her land, (or what she claims 
as hers, we are unacquainted with the va- 
lidity ot ber claim,) would they stop there? 
It would be dangerous to give them the 
‘option. 

Most of the editors at a distance from 
Maine make it a light matter to take up 
erms—bat let those individuals make the 
‘Case'their own, how would they act? Sup- 
pose any Other State than Maine were 
claimed—or a portion of it—by a foreign 
‘Government—and our General Goveroment 
refused to defend their just rights, would 
they not defend themselves? What did 
South Carolioa do not long since, whea her 
rights were merely threatened by the Ge- 
neral Government? Is Maine nobody? 

One day we have a report that there will 
be no war—that Sir John Harvey is draw- 
ing off his troops; the next day we hear 
that be is concentrating a large force at the 

St. Johns! and near it is an arsenal filled 
with arms and munitions of war, aod intends 
to support his position. These reports 
are since confirmed. This is drawing off 
dsoops with a vengeance—while the tho- 
woughfare (Aroostook river,) is guarded at 
each ead. 

Meantime we see that “orders have been 
received on the part of Maine, at Bangor, 
for provision for 5000 men for three 
months. Thies does not look like peace.

All this is true, But we can tell them 
that Maine will change her mind widely 
from what it now is, if she wai® the tardy 
movements of our Goveromant. She has 
been decrived too often. What hindered 
the Government from settling this business 
twelve years ago? r 

Un the other hand, a great number of 
speculators, who intend to derive great for- 
tunes by furnishing the troops, will use 
every possible exertion to defeat any over- 
tures of peace. 

Again: the anti-bank party, from political 
motives, wiil bazard the whole United 
States to carry out their opposition to 
banks, and hold the power they oow, and 
for a long time have possessed. This, and 
other reasons we have mentioned, will 
bring a large party to the battle ground— 
there is no mistake in this, if some extra- 
ordinary incident does not interfere to ar- 
rest it. 

But all those motives, whether -real or 
feigned, are mercly @ prelude to what, in 
our opinion, is the principal object—shall 
we say it? To revolutionize Canada, should 
all things coincide. 

Whetber Mr, Van Buren has any know- 
ledge of this or not, we have no means of 
ascettaining; but we do not think he has. 
But certain it is, that some of the Vas 
Buren party have shown symptoms of such 


a design. If such be the object, as we have 
reason to believe, Mr. Van Buren will pro- 
bably not be consulted. 

We are alike ignorant as to the disposi- 
tion of Maine on this point, or whether she 
she has any apprehension of such a design, 
(for it is aimed to be kept secret.) 

We have hitherto been silent on the Ca- 
nada war and the Maine question, until we 
could have an opportunity to learn some- 
thing more than mere hearsay, and weigh 
the evidence by comparing it with the facts 
of the recent war of the patriots and British 
forces, Our researches wet with many 
obstacles, a few incidents and unguarded 
expressions only, picked up during the last 
two winters, aod attempts to sound our 
opinion on the Canada question, have sug- 
gested those remarks, and we have given 
our Opinions to the public in great since- 
rity, without the shadow of prejudice in 
favor of one party or the other. 

War is certainly a great calamity, and as 
an American we deplore it. But our con- 
solation is, that we cannot be worsted, 

Individually we have seen aod felt more 
misery and oppression for the last two 
years, than we ever saw or felt in all the 
wars from the Revolution down to the 
Florida war, Io short, from the treatment 
we and others in our situation bave received 
from our country, we feel little anxiety for 
ber fate. Let her go headlong till she gets 
to the bottom of the hill. 

‘+Well, but Mrs. R. what is your opinion 
of assisting the Canadians to throw off the 
British yoke?” This we have often been 
asked, and in reply, we think it would be 
attended with great disaster. and therefore, 
avery imprudent step. But as to the 

Maine difficulty, there is no question. We 
have just seen a map of the disputed lands, 
which removes all doubt as to justice 
on the side of Maine, and we should dispute
